Paris, Oct 27, 1565. 

I look upon myself as a sort of guerilla, armed 
with au inkhorn and a pen, sent out by you to for- 
age for our great master, the Public. Iam to pro- 
cure him instruction and amusement. I attempt 
to do my duty, sometimes, by telling what I have 
seen, and hazarding comments upon it, or by bring- 
ing into camp interesting people I may capture and 
making them unbosom their thoughts. I have 
such a prisoner to-day, and presently I shall sink 
the correspondent into the translator. I should do 
so at once did I not think proper to introduce a 
short preface to guard you against mistake. The 
article I translate chiefly refers to the olden time, 
to the days of circulating libraries, when works 
now published in one duodecimo volume were pub- 
lished in ten octavos. In those days no private 
person bought books, except at auction sales. 
Everybody went to the circulating library. There 
has been a considerable change since 1852 in the 
book trade. Books are cheaper, and consequently 
there are more purchasers, but still the French are 
singularly behind you or the English in the habit 
of buying books. This is,in part, to be attributed 
to their absence from home. The theatre here oc- 
cupies the place the book fills with you. The wife, 
who would cry her eyes out to see money “thrown 


away” in the purchase of a book, can deny her|

husband nothing when he amiably parts with his 
doilar at a theatre ticket office. Therefore dramatic 
authors (who, unless they are theatrical managers, 
make nothing with you) here make immense for- 
tunes, while the majority of authors (who, with 
you, are well paid when their works are successful) 
receive meagre compensation in this country. It 
is not uncommon here to find men making their 
$30,000 by the stage. There is not a literary man 
who makes so much by his works. M. Alex. Du- 
mas, Jr., made more by one play than by all his 
novels. Another reason why authors are so ill- 
paid here is their habit of selling their copyright 
for a term of years fora given amount of money. 
Thus M. Thiers sold his “ History of the Revolu- 
tion” for $100,000, and his “ History of the Con- 
sulate and the Empire” for another $100,000. He 
would unquestionably have doubled or tripled his 
revenue from these works had he adopted our plan 
of receiving a percentage. Did not Macaulay get, 
even before his death, $500,000 from his history, all 
incomplete as it was? Giving you these words of 
caution, I proceed to translate the promised article : 

“ The newest thing just now are the ‘ Songs of the 
Streets and the Woods.’ Speaking of these poems, 
which come to us from Belgium, everybody has 
mentioned that Victor Hugo made his publisher 
give $8000 for the volume. What is juster? The 
priest lives by the altar; the general lives by his 
sword. Shall a poet forever die by his genius? 
Byron never gave Murray a single line for less than 
a guinea. 
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Jacques Delille, who has, in our day, | 


gone so completely out of fashion, exacted a guinea | 


tor each of his lines. In each of the volumes pub- 
lished by M. Lacroix there are 5,500 lines. 
Hugo is consequently $14,000 cheaper than his 
predecessors. A word or two about M. Victor Hugo. 
When he began to write, when he wrote, as he 
says somewhere, ‘a young man’s literature,’ that is, 
between 1820 and 1822, his path was not so thickly 
strown with gold and bank notes. You should 
hear Méry tell how a young fellow in a blue coat 
with brass buttons, pale, thin, and tall as a young 
girl, went with him, both blushing, to the publish- 
ers of the Palais Royal, who refused—profane 
wretches !—hoth their poetry and their prose. At 
last a publisher agreed to buy ‘Han d’Islande,’

episodes. The publisher gave Victor Hugo sixty 
dollars in his promissory notes. Victor Hugo 
rubbed his hands in triumph! ‘Bug Jargal’ had 
the good luck to bring him $240. This looked 
like success! Six years afterward Eugene Renduel 
gave $40,000 for ‘Notre Dame de Paris.’ After 
1830 Victor Hugo was, next to Chateaubriand, the 
best paid author of Frauce. As he had a large 
family to support in respectable position, he took 
good care not to lower his market quotations. Who 
blames him? In the early part of 1833, there was 
played the admirable drama of ‘ Lucrecia Borgia,’ 
which was extremely successful. It was, in those 
days, said that an odd scene had occurred between 
the author of the play and Harel, the talented man- 
ager of the Porte St. Martin Theatre, where it was 
played. The latter asked Victor Hugo to state his 
terms. Victor Hugo asked in the first place that the 
author’s copyright should be as much as it was at 
the French comedy. Harel replied: ‘Granted.’ ‘* 
ask that, although the piece is in three acts, it be 
considered a five-act play.’

Everybody knows that he took in the money him- 
self the first night ‘ Les Ressources de Quinola’ was 
played at the Odéon. Whenever he entered into 
negotiations with a publisher he said: ‘ Let me pre- 
face all our conversation by one word. I do not 
want to surprise you. So I let you know that I 
have been a notary’s clerk, and I intend to frame 
our contract as if I were a constable’s clerk.’ Al- 
fred de Vigny was a thorough-bred aristocrat ; he 
made contempt for money a principle of duty; he 


‘used to say: ‘The money returned me is nothing; 


capital letters and playbills everything.’ He was 
paid in fame—during his lifetime. Jules Janin, 
a spoiled child of success, has been thought to 
love money, and nevertheless he has always dis- 
dained it. One evening we dined at Douix’s restau- 
rant in company with Villemessant and Jouvin, 
when he said to us, laughing: ‘L’Ane Mort has 
had twelve editions, and has not brought me $240, 
and it is, of all my works, that I think most of.’ 
Beranger, whose works have given the publisher 
Perrotin $5000 a year in government stock, that is 
somewhere near $100,000 of capital (so Perrotin 
himself told me)—I say Beranger at first reserved 
to himself only an annuity of $160 a year, which 
was gradually raised to $600 a year by the pub- 
lisher, who had great difficulty to persuade Beran- 
ger to accept it. George Sand does not hesitate 
to prove that her 75 volumes have on an average 
brought her in 310,000 a piece. This is exclusive 
of her plays, which have brought her in $80,000. 
It is curious to hear Léon Gatayes tell the history of 
Alphonse Karr’s first novel, ‘ Under the Lindens.’ 
The manuscript of that novel, which is still popu- 
lar, fell into the hands of a publisher who paid it 
with promissory notes. The price agreed on was 
$240. Great was the delight when these $240 were 
received. But these promissory notes were not 
ouly protested for non-payment when they fell due, 
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put Alphonse Karr was besides obliged to pay the 
costs of protest, etc., which amounted to $240. 
Jules Sandeau tells the most curious confession 
about copyright: ‘Money! Nobody thought of mon- 
ey inthe days when I began to write. One day I 
received, for one of my novels, $60 in money, in 
five-franc pieces, and a cork clock, and $60 worth 
of wafers, and—judge of my ingenuousness— 
thought I made an excellent bargain !’ 
mas, the Elder, is certainly one of the men of our 
day who most loves money, and most despises it. 
One day, ten years ago, he told us that he had made 
$700,000 by his pen, and had not $12in his pocket. 
Since then he has probably earned $200,000 more, 
but Ido not believe he has a cent more in his pock- 
et. A wonderful saying is attributed to M. Ville- 
main, the Perpetual Secretary of the French Acad- 
emy: ‘Good gracious! Does a volume ever bring 
the author more than 8100? There is an odd book 
in the world. It has no author’s name. It is en- 
titled The Domestic Cookery Book. It was printed 
for the first time in 1800. It has since then annu- 
ally cleared $6,000, putting into the publisher’s 


pocket $210,000!” 


I regret to record the death of M. Martin Bos- 
sange, the oldest printer and publisher of Paris, at 
the great age of 100 years. He retained his mind 
sound, and his body healthy, until he fell into the 
long slumber. He was the founder of the firm of 
M. Bossange, continued in our day by M. Hector 
Bossange, his son, and whose transatlantic branch is 
managed by M. Gustave Bossange, the grandson of 
the deceased, in New York. He owed the original 
of his estate to his adventures in the days of the 
famous licenses, when he bought up al! the old edi- 
tions of French works and shipped them abroad, 
importing in return tea, coffee, and sugar. These 
books were jocularly Rnown at that day as editions 
ad usum delphinorum (a glance at the edition of the 
classics prepared for the Dauphin), because in run- 
ning the blockade, which the English had then es- 
tablished off France, seven out of ten of the car- 
goes went to the fishes. In this way he cleared the 
shelves of French publishers of worthless stock, and, 
when peace returned, they were enabled to begin 
anew their career unembarrassed by lumber-filled 
shelves. 

I must not fail to mention the death of Dr. Mal- 
gaigne, the eminent French surgeon. Joseph Fran- 
gois Malgaigne was born at Charmes-on-Moselle the 
lith day of February, 1806 ; he graduated in 1831; 
published in 1834 his ‘“* Manual of Operative Med- 
icine” based on normal pathological anatomy (it 
was translated into several languages); in 1838 he 
published his valuable “ Treatise of Surgical Anat- 
omy and Experimental Surgery,” and in 1840 an 
annotated edition of the complete works of Am- 
brose Paré. Space fails me to mention all the me- 
moirs he has published, so numerous are they.

This squib is,very 
like the Harry Temple of later years. Brougham 
is found guilty, but is recommended to merey by 
the jury on the ground of his having vilified the 
Prince Regent! Lord Palmerston also contributed 
a plan for rearranging the Red Book on scientific 
principles, introducing the Linnean system into 
Parliament. 


OBITUARY. 


Among the recent deaths in the literary circles 
abroad are the following :— 

Lapy Tueresa Lewis, sister of the Earl of Claren- 
don, and widow of the late Sir George Cornwall Lewis, 
author and statesman. Her first husband was 
Mr. Lister, author of “ Granby,” a novel which had 
great popularity thirty years ago. She wrote “ The 
Lives of Lord Clarendon’s Friends and Contempo- 
raries ;” and edited Miss Berry’s Journal and Letters, 
the dawning success of which she just lived to see. 

Another novelist, Mrs. GASKELL, author of ‘ Mary 
Barton,” “ Wives and Daughters” (now appearing 
in the “Cornhill Magazine”) ‘Cousin Phillis,” 
which was incorrectly attributed to Miss Thackeray, 
and a “Life of Charlotte Bronté,”’ which was not 
quite accurate in some respects. 

Captain Gronow, whose ‘Reminiscences of Lon- 
don and Parisian Society” have been accepted as 
amusing and accurate, has also passed away. 

M. Dupin, the great jurist, who acquired at the 
bar one of the largest fortunes ever made by a law- 
yer, has gone to his rest,in the 83d year of his age. 
He was the eldest of three brothers, each of whom 


became eminent. Often in office, as a minister, dur- , 
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ing the first Empire, the Restoration, the Orleans’ 
reign, the Second Republic, and the Second Empire, 
his greatest triumphs were achieved by defending 
persons whom power—in the name of the law—had 
prosecuted and persecuted. He has been called 
“the Lord Brougham of France ;” but Brougham 
has been consistent in politics, all things considered, 


Mr. Lovett Aveustrs REEVE, a well-known natn- 
ralist, whose chief study was conchology, has died 
in London, aged fifty-one. For two years (1856 to 
1858) he was editor of the “ Literary Gazette.” 

The death of Dr. Barra, the African traveller, is 
reported. He was forty-four years old, and was 
born in Hamburg. He commenced his travels and 
researches in Africa as far back as the year 1845, 

Major Davin Lester Ricnarpson, who published 
a volume of sonnets in 1827, which was bitterly 
reviewed in “Blackwood,” because he had ap- 
pended to the poetry three hundred and sixty-five 
newspaper panegyrics on his own genius, has died 
in India, where he had long resided. He was born 
in 1801, had seen long service in the Indian army, 
had edited the “Bengal Hurkaru,” and was the 
author of several scientific books, chiefly educa- 
tional. 

M. Josern Victor Le Cierc, aged 76, who has 


‘been Dean of the Faculty of Letters in the Univer- 


sity of Paris since 1832,is among the lately de- 
ceased. He edited Cicero, and wrote many books, 
the last and best of which is a “ History of News- 
papers among the Romans.”
